Washington—President Harding today starts out to demon- 


ocrate his theory that Congresr, 
will 
work better under the 


"golden rule" than the threatened "black jack." 
The new President faces his re;.'! test as leader with the assem- 
bling of the extra session of Congress and he goes into that phase 
of his administration determined to rely on persuasion and co - 
mittee counsel. 
Troublesome issues divide various leaders in the 


.louse and Senate but President Harding has thus far listened 
patiently to the contending views and sought to harmonize them 
without having to force one side or the other to surrender. Hard- 
ing practically finished revision of his mesage today and'expects 
to send it 'to the printers within a few hours. 
He will read it in 


person at the joint session tomorrow. 


The message ,has been written with a desire solely to guide 


Congress but Harding is keenly conscious of the jeolousy ,with 
which Congress guards its percgrative. 
He has taken care to 


recognize this but he is likewise conscious of the rights of execu- 
tives and has left no doubt in his mesage as to how ,he feels on 
this score.

It is gratifying to note tliat there 


is not the amount of distress that 
might have been expected from so 
mncli unemployment, nor the number 
of business failures which might be 
expected

preciation of values. 
The most en- 


couraging circumstance is the 
fact 


tliat the readjustment of wages and 
prices which is necessary to a general 
revival of industry is steadily pro- 
gressing, and without a serious amount 
:n 
friction. 


The comparative figures given in 


the table reproduced above do not 
show a pleasing ?':ate of affairs, but 
they do show \v!iat everybody knows 
—that we arr passing through a period 
of depression, and when we take into 
account the state of business over the 
world, and the great and heavy fall 
in the prices of our staple products, 
there is reason for congratulation that 
conditions are no worse- 


Retail trade continues surprisingly 


good in the cities, and wholesale dis- 
tribution is very fair, considering the 
low prices of farm products and the 
amount of 
unemployment 
reported. 


Payments through banks reporting to 
the Federal Reserve Board and pass- 
ing through the Clearing Houses are 
running 20 to 25 per cent lower than 
a year ago. which is not so great a 
decrease as might be expected in view 
of the decline of prices. 


One of the notable incidents of re- 


cent weeks bearing on the business 
situation was the agreement between 
the meat-packers and their employes. 
The workers accepted a moderate re- 
duction of wages, which' had increased 
approximately 100 per cent during the 
war, as had the prices of live stock 
and packing-house products. 


The question of wages paid to pack- 


ing-house workers is more than one 
between the workmen and their em- 
ployers. The packing-house workmen 
are middlemen between the farmers 
and the consumers; moreover, they 
are consumers themselves, not only 
of meats but of the products of other 
in&istrica.

these reductions than it was at any 
time last year. 
Their pay is larger 


in proportion to value of the products 
they handle than it ever was before. 


A fair readjustment of wages in the 


packing industry means help toward 
the general readjustment which must 
be accomplished before there will be 
employment for everybody again. 


It is a not uncommon remark that 


employers are taking advantage of the 
state of depression and unemployment 
jto force wage reductions. This is an

Icause bad feeling. 
It indicates a want 


of understanding of the actual require- 
ments of the situation. 
The fact is 


that depression and unemployment ex- 
ist because the industrial situation is 
out of balance, and there is no remedy 
except by such readjustment of wages 
and prices as will restore the balance 
'and enable the various industries to 


exchange products on a fair basis. 


It is impossible.-, when one-half the 


.people of the country have lost ap- 
proximately one-half their purchasing 
power, for the other half o£ the peo- 
ple to go on without taking note of 
it. 
The depreciation of money which 


resulted trom the war was not a nat- 
ural or permanent development Noth- 
ing of the kind has ever happened 
without 
a 
readjustment 
afterward, 


and it is always the case that the. 
sooner 
that 
adjustment 
is 
accom- 


plished, so that normal relations are 
restored between the industries, the 
better for everybody. 


It is of no advantage to the workers 


in any industry to have costs main- 
tained upon a level which prevents the 
snle of 
their products. 
Somebody 


must have the sagacity to attempt a 
restoration of the conditions under 
which an exchange of products is pos-: 
sible. The compensation of, workers in 
the^ various brandies of 
industry— 


which means their purcliasing power 
—must be brought back into equilib- 
rium. 
Whether it will take a long 


time or only a short time depends 
upon the rapidity with which the pub^ 
lie 
comprehends the situation, and 


remarks of the kind referred to dS
